Woman Who Supported Self Giving Music Lessons 
During Husband’s Imprisonment Reveals She Is

Steady Gain In Enrollment 
Prompts Board To Seek 
Three More Classrooms 


A third unit in the project for en- 
largement of the county high school 
plant was revealed Friday when the 
governing board of the district is- 
sued a call for bids on the erection 
of three additional class rooms. 

Bids will be received by the board 
until February 20 when, at 7:30 o’- 
clock in the evening. they will be 
opened. 


Inquiry at the high schoo] re- 
vealed that the governing board has 
found that it has funds on hand, 
ear-marked for construction, which 
will not be required in the enlarge- 
ment projects all ready under way 
at the school. 


In view of the continuing increase 
in enrollment. the board members 
concluded that if the funds they 
have on hand will permit it, it will 
be wise to proceed with the addi- 
tion of the three additional class 
rooms. 


Endollment at the school for the 
year to date totals 606. it was re- 
ported Friday morning Of this 
number, the present active enroll- 
ment of the school is 548. 

Allowing for graduation this year. 
the school expects to add sixty pu- 
pils to this total next year. With 
this prospect, board members de- 
termined to make use of all build- 
ing funds on hand, if it is at all pos- 
sible. 

Iu is understood that the 
three-room unit will connect with 
the main school unit on the east 
end, being a unit separate and apar: 
from the two new units which are 
all ready building.

TWO WEEKS AGO the lesson 
told how Simon Peter three times 
denied his Savior when the latter 
was arrested, and of his bitter 
grief over his unfaithfulness. It 
was related last week how he was 
forgiven and how he declared his 
love for the Risen Christ, who told 
him to preach the gospel — to 
“feed my lambs,” as the account 
relates. 

Peter was a strong man. Al- 
though he might make a grave 
mistake, he didn’t let it wreck his 
life or spoil the good he still could 
do. He had denied his Savior, but 
his repentance was sincere, and 
now he was determined to do what 
was right, no matter what might 
befall him. 

The Bible story tells how Jesus 
had said to His disciples that 
whereas many were baptized with 
water, they — the disciples — 
should be baptized of the Holy 
Ghost. They were gathered to- 
gether for the Pentecost—or Jew- 
ish harvest festival when “sud- 
denly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting.

Survivor Of Original Mounties 


Tells Of First Campaign 


LONDON, (lP-A man who was 
one of the original ‘“mounties’” who 
established law and order in the 
wild Northwest Territories of 19th 
century Canada has been found liv- 
ing in London. 

He is James H. Fullwood, 88, who 
believes that as ex-trooper 160 he 
is the only surviving member of the 
three troops of the newly formed 
Northwest Police which, on June 
13, 1874, crossed the United States 
border into Alberta. 

They went to exterminate the 
Montana “bad men” who were ply- 
ing the Indians with whiskey, rob- 
bing and murdering them, and prey- 
ing on the few white settlers scat- 
tered through the territory.
